—The Episcopal Convention of the Dlocese
of Ilinois passed the new cavon making it an
offence, punishable with Immediate suspension
from the functions of the ministry, for a clergy-
man to appeal to a civil tribunal to prevent or
avold apy ecclesiastical proceeding,

—The Rev. Bamuel Ralph Asbury, a Congre-

ational mivister without settlementyresiding
n this cliy, was admitted to the Diaconate
in 8t. SBtephen's church, Boston, on the 24 in-
gtant. He is an Englishman, and, according to
the Churchman, was al one time a misslonary
in India, and one of the translators (from the
German) of Lange's Commentary.

—Bishop Potter, of the Protestant Episeopal
Diocese of New York, announces In the Church-
man that, *“‘for cauges not affecting their moral
character, Lie has deposed from the ministry of
the Church the Hev. Rowland H. Bourne, pres-
byter, and the Rev. Jobhn Cromlish, presbyter,
who have declared their rgnunciation of the
same, and their design not to officlate in future
in any of the offices thereol.,” Mr. Cromlish
was admitted into the New York East Confe-
rence of the Methodlst Episcopal Church last

—The Soluhern Churchman, noticlog the
baptism by the Rev, G. 8.

—The new Episcopal Church at Plainfield,
N.J., was erected at the expense of the Rev.

~The Episcopal Board of Missions acknow-
ledge folal receipts from ‘‘Mite Chests" since
October 1, 1860, of $114,38870. The sums col-
lected and forwarded by each chest range from
a few cents to twenty dollars, the average, per-
haps, being about thrée dollars.

~The Episcopsl Chureh in Missouri contri-
buted this yearto objects other than salary one
hundred thousand dollars, pearly three times
the sum reported last year. The communicants
number 3100,being an addition of more than
twenty-five per cent.

—The migsionary company of six left she port
of Ban Francisco in the steamer China for Japan
and China on the 1st instant, having as fellow
voyagers ex-Secretary Beward and his son, who
goee out a consul to one of the ports of China.

—The Wesleyans and Primitive Methodists in
England have an increase of 4000 for last year.
Three other bodies of Methodists record a de-
creage of 505 during the year.

—During the last 10 years the Methodist
membership In Cauada has increased from
545,654 to 04,088, and the memherahl[) in their
Indian Mission from 1790 to 2159, The minis-
ters and preachers have increased during this
time from 421 Lo 588, although 34 have removed
to the United States. There are 500 Sabbath-
schools now where there were 620 then, and
the =scholars have increased from 34,874 to
5t 606,

—A correspondent of the Ohristinn Advocale
says Lthat at present it looks as 1f the next Me-
thodist General Conference would select one
bishop from an Eastern and two from Western
institutions of learning.

DAPTIST.

—The General Association of Colored Baptists
for Kentucky, at its recent sesslon in Paducah,
decided to organlr.e a theological school this
winter, on its hill property at Frankfort (fifty
acres, Loughl. and paid for).

—The twelith session of the SBonthern Baptist
Theological Beminary opened with thirty-seven
students, precisely the number present on the
first day of last session.

—The two hundredih anniversary of the con-
ference of the SBix-Prineiple Baptist of Rhode
Igland has been held at SBouth Beituate, R. L.
The meeunﬁ, which continned through three
days, were largely attended and of great inte-
rest. The exercises closed with the delivery of
a historical discourse by Rev. C. H. Malcom,
who had been invited by the conference to
preach the commemorative sermon upon that
0CeasIon.

—A. correspondent of the Eraminer and
Chronicle thus writes from Atlanta, Ga.:—
“'Oglethorpe University, under the patronage of
the Presbyterians, is to be removed here. It is
a pity that Mercer University could not have
been induced to locate here. It has settled upon
Macon, which city s to give it 150,000. There
is to be a female college of high grade esta-
blished. Howard University, established by the
Freedmen's Burean for the e&ucatlon of colered
young men, and the Btorrs school for young
colored women a8 teachers, are ln operation.

. CATHOLIC.

—The Catholic Bishop of Nimes, France, has
iesued a document so full of insinuations
against the Protestant population there of sym-
pathy with Prussia in the war, that for some
time the lives of the two Protestant pasiors
were In the greatest peril. The telegraph re-
ports that, on the proclamation of the republic
in that department, gome descendants of the
Huguenots tried to  hunt down and
kill' the Bishop of Nimes, who had tra-
duced them, and that an American Catho-
li¢ family fled to the woode to escape, The
Univers attacked the Protestants in Alsace,
telling of a pastor who denounced the French
one Sabbath, and the next day left, “‘carrying
lint and bnn&agel, to put himself at the service
of the Protestant army.” Pastor Bersier re-
plled in L' Univers that the pa#tor referred to
was a Bavariap, who had never had a regular

¢harge in France, and sinee the war had re-
[ tnrped to his own couniry, Tpa French Pro-
testants inelst and prove by their forwardaess
in all labor tor the care of the wounded in the
French army that their religion does not inter-
fere with their patriotism,

— Bishop Verot, of the diocese of
nah, has been transferred to the new HRoman
Cathollie 8Bee of St. Augastine, Florlda, It le
suggested that his vehemeont opposition in the
Couneil 1o infallibility has something to do
with the transfer. He is succeeded in Charles-
ton by Ignatius Persico; who, says the Chris-
tian Union, has a romantic history., He
was born in Italy, and was consecrated Bishop
of Agra, in India, about twenty-six years ago.
He remained In India sixteen years, built a
cathedral and established religlous houses, the
whole of which were destroved during the
Bepoy mutiny, and wasdriven from his diocese.
He brought suit nst the t India Com-
pany for damages Incurred by the deswruction
of t oprope::{ of the church, and recovered
the sum of mipety thousand pounds sterling.
Having been driven from his see in India, he
remained in Naples elght years, and came to
South Carolina about lwoi;:u ago, ot the ear-
nest solieltation of Bishop oh, of Charleston,
durlng w time he had charge of Catholic
Migsions in that Btate.

—The Congregationalists of Rhode Island are
to have thelir Pilgrim Jubllee in Providence on
the 11th of October. Each church is invited to
send it pastor and two brethren as delegates—
the sisters being allowed only as spectators !
